THE TROUBLE AT KOWEYT. -

According to the most of the Arab historians 
Koweyt was founded some 500 years ago by a 
certain Sabbah family of the Koota-ir tribe 
which camo across the Arabian ‘desert from 
Hijaz. The prosent Sheikh Mubaroukh, * or, 
iore correctly, Mubarokel-Sabbah, is, as: the 
name indicates, s linesl descendant ‘of the first. 
| Sheikh ‘of Koweyt. Although Kowyet, like 
other Arab centres in the neighbourhood, owned 
allegiance to'the Ottoman Empire in the time 
of Suleyman the Magnificent, its chief enjoyed 
perfect: independence up to the year 1870, when 
tho late Midbas Pashs, thon Governor-General 
of Baghdad, ou an expedition to eapture Nejid, 
in @entral Arabia, made tho ruler of Koweyt 
acknowledge the sazerainty of the Sultan, not 
by force, bat by persuasion. The Sheikh was 
appoirited his own Governor, and his officers 
‘and officials were selected. from amongst his 


Midhat all the measures’ which he had taken fer 
the welfare of the Baghdad provinces cam to 
nothing. Tho only ee of lus snecessers wes 
to interfere with the business. of the Arabs and 
to wring taxes out of thom, “In course of. time, 
however, owing to the usnal negligence of the 
Gultan’s officials, Kowoyt was leit to itself until:
